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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on July 2, 2003 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3 . Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
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evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-9, 11, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barry et al. (5,976,201). 

The Barry reference discloses a diesel fuel having a specific gravity typically in the range 
of 0.82 to 0.83, a viscosity typically in the range from 1.7 to 1.9 cSt at 40°C, and a sulfur content 
of not greater than 0.1 wt%. One specific example of the fuel has a sulfur content of 0.01%. See 
column 2, lines 3-10 and 60-67 and col. 4, lines 1 1-42. 

The Barry reference does not disclose the use of the fuel in a rail fuel system compression 
ignition engine. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have modified the teachings of the Barry reference by utilizing the fuel of 
Barry in a rail fuel system compression ignition engine because one would utilize a known diesel 
fuel in any diesel engine regardless of its specific use and expect the engine to work effectively. 

Response to Arguments 
The assertion that the use of lower density fuels in high pressure common rail fuel 
common rail fuel injection diesel engines unexpectedly does not result in power loss is not 
persuasive for the following reasons. The evidence presented in the specification is based on the 
use of three specific fuels whereas the claims are not limited to these fuels. Therefore, the 
evidence is not commensurate in scope with the claims. Additionally, the evidence presented 
purports to show no significant power loss from the use of the claimed fuels. However, the 
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evidence actually shows slight differences in acceleration and it is unclear to the examiner if 
these slight differences in acceleration translate into expected or unexpected power differences. 
Finally, it appears to the examiner that adjusting the amount of fuel delivered to the engine can 
eliminate any power loss through the use of lower density fuels. See "Automotive Fuels 
Handbook". Therefore, one of ordinary skill in the art would expect low density diesel fuels to be 
effective in the claimed engines since one would adjust amounts delivered to obtain desired 
results.
